composed of one Captain, two Lieuten- 
ants two Ensigns, six Sergeants, five 
Corporals, two Musicians and ninety 
privates. One separate Battallion, com- 
prising four companies, with the like

| officers, musiciansand privates as above, 


will likewise be organized. One com- 
|pany of the battalion to be riflemen, 
| two tobe light infantry, and the fourth 
to consistof mounted riflemen. The field 
| officers may be sele-ted by the captains 
}and subaltetns, and the latter by the vol- 
uateers of the respective companies.— 
The commander in chief earnestly re- 
commends such selection to be made, 
without reference to present rank, or 
other considerations than those of merit, 
talents and patriotism. The field and 
company sihescs who may be selected, 
if they should not already hold commis- 
sions of the same grade in the militia, 
or in corps of exempts, will be brevetted 
and commissioned by the commander 
in chief. The regimental staff will be 
assigned by the commandant of the re- 





giment, and an adjutant, for the sepa 





rate batallion, will be appointed by the 
commandant thereof. 

Gen. Peter B. Porter will command 
the whole corpse. ‘The volunteers will 
be provided with the same camp equip- 
age, rations, pay and means of transper- 
tation, as are allowed to the troops of 
the army of the United States ; and the 
commander in chief entertains a confi- 
dent expectation, that an additional 
monthly allowance on account of cloth- 
ing will be appropriated by the Legis- 
lature of the state. The co-operation of 
arespectible and efficient regular force 
is anticipated. The terms of service of 
the yolunteers will be six months, if re- 

uired ; but there is every reason to be- 
lieve, that their service may be dispen- 
sed within a short time. 

Having given this detail of the inten- 
ded organization, and object of the 
corps, the Commander in Chief counts 
with confidence on the immediate com. 
pletion of the contemplated force, _ The 
prompt and patriotic spirit evinced by 
their fellow-citizens on every occasion 
which has called for their services, will 
not permit him to doubt the issue of this 
appeal.

Copy of a letter from Commodore De- 
catur’, to the Secretary of the Navy. 
U. 8. Ship United States, 
N. London, March 18, 1814. 

SIR—I have the honor to forward to 
you enclosed, a despatch received by 
me from Capt. Capel, the commanding 
oilicer of the British squadron before 
this port, written in reply to an applica- 
tion of mine, for the releasc ofan Ame- 
fican seaman detained against his will 
on board the frigate Statira. 

Hiram Thayer, born in the town of 
Greenwich, in the county of Hamp- 
shire, and commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, was impressed into the nava! 
service of G. Britain, in the month of 
August, 1803, and detained ever since, 


_ 
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About 6 years ago, whea the Statira 
was pat in conunission, he was trausfer- 
red to her, and has been constantly on 
board her to this day. 

I am informed, and in fact it was 
stated by Capt. Stackpooie to Lt. Ha: 
milton, who waé charged with the flag, 
that the late general Lyman, our Consul 
at London, made application to the 
Lords Commissioncrs for the discharge 
of Thayer. but they were not satisfied 
with the evidence of his nativity. 

John Thayer, the father ot Hiram, 
assures me, that the certificate of the Se- 
lectmen, the Town Clerk, aud the Min- 
ister of Greenwich, were forwarded 
sometime ago to Mr. Mitchell, the resi. 
dent agent for American prisoners of 
war at Halifax, but dees not know the 
reason why he was not released then. 

The son has written to his father and 
informed him that on his representing 
to Capt. Stackpoole that he was an 
American citizen and would not fight 
against his country, that Capt. Stack. 
poole told him “if they fell in with an 
American man of war and he did not 
do his duty, he should be tied to the 
mast and shot at like a dog.” 

On Monday the 14th inst John Thay- 
er requested me to allow him a flag to 

o off to the enemy and ask for the re- 
abe ef bis son. This I granted at once 
and addressed a note to vy at Capel, 
stating that I felt persuaded that the ap- 
plication of the father, furnished as he 
was with conclusive evidence of the na 
tivity and the identity of the son, would 
induce an immediate order for his dis 
charge. The reply is enclosed- ‘The 
son descried his father at a distance in 
the boat and told the first Lieutenant of 
the Statira that it was his father, and I 
understand the feelings manifested by 
the old man on receiving the hand of 
vis son, proved beyond all other evi 
dence the property he bad in him.— 
There was not a doubt left on the mind 
of a single British officer of Hiram 
Thayer’s being an American citizen 
—and yet he is detained, not as a priso- 
ner of war, but compelled, under the 
most cruel threats, to serve the enemies 
of his country. 

Thayer has so recommended himself 
by his sobriety, industry and seaman- 
ship as to be appointed a boatswins’s 
mate, apd is now serving in that capa. 
city inthe Statira—and he says. ere 
1s duc to him from the British govern-| 
ment about two houndred and fifty 

ds sterling. He has also assured 

is father that he has always refused to 
receive any bounty or advanee, lest it 
might some’ pretext for denying 
him bis discharge whenevcr a proper 
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application should be made for it.

I regreat that it is not in my power to 
comply with your request in ordering 
the son of Mr. John Thayer tw be dis- 
charged from his Majesty‘s Ship Sta- 
tira, But I will trwerd your apphcation 
to the commander in chief by the ear- 
liest opportunity, and 1 have no doubt 
he will order his immedi+te discharge.

and emigrated to Canada in the year 
1798. 

This man, whose name is Springer, 
is also a magistrate, and of course must 
have been naturalized by the British 
government.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE SECOND SES- 
SION OF THE 13th CONGRESS. 


IN SENATE. 
Wednesday, Feb. 2. 

The bill for carrying into effect the 
compromise with the holders of Missis- 
sipp! (Yazoo) lands, recoommended by 
the commissioners in 1803, was, on 
motion of Mr. Taylor, postponed to 
Wednesday next. 





The bill for the better organizing, 
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paying and supplying the army, was 
considered ia comunittee of the whole, 
and sundry amengments proposed. It 
was then laid over until to-morrow. 

Mr. Dana submitted the following 
motion for consideration. 

Resolved, That the President of the 
United States be requested to: cause to 
be laid before the Senate a statement of 
the names of the individuals selected 
from American prisoners of war, and 
sent to G. Britain for trial, as mention- 
ed in his message at the commencement 
of the present session of Congress ; and 
also their respective places of residence 
in the United States ; with the times 
when, and courts where, they were ad- 
mitted to become citizens of the United 
States; and the regiments or corps to 
which they belonged in the service of 
the United States when taken by the 
enemy ; and the times and places of 
their being taken ; together with copies 
of any official correspondence respectin 
the treatment of prisoners of war, an 
any orders for retaliation on either side, 
which the president may judge proper 
to be communieated. 

Thursday, Feb. 3. 

The bill giving authority to raise five 
reigiments of Riflemen, was read the se- 
cond time, and referred to the commit- 
tee on Military affairs. 

The bill in addition to the act allow 
ing a bounty to the owners, officers and 
crews of private armed vessels, was 
read the third time and passed—Yeas 
15, Nays 10. , 

The Senate then went into the const- 
deration of Executive business, which 
eccupied them until their adjournment. 

Friday Feb. 4. 

Mr. Lowndes from the committee on 
naval affairs, reported a resolution, re- 
questing the President to jyesent a 
sword to the nearest male relation of 
midshipman John Clark, who fell in 
the engagement on lake Erie—which 
was read and ordered to be engrossed, 
and read the third time to-morrow. 

An engrossed bill authorizing the 
President to retain in service certain 
volunteer corps, was read a third time 
and passed. 

Mr. Hanson then moved that the 
house would, on the-—-day of—next, ex- 
amine testimony at the bar of of the 
house, in wpat manner the translation 
of a letter from Mr. Tureau, the late 
French minister, to the secretary of 
state, came into the possession of A. ©. 
Hanson, a member of this house, and 
when and in what manner, the original 
was taken from the department of state. 

The question of consideration was 
lost, yeas, 66, nays 82.

The bill introduced in congress to enable this 
man, with the consent of the President of the 
United States, to make a voyage to Siera Leone, 
has been rejected. ‘The object of the bil! was 
pregnant with great beneiit to the inhabitants of 
Africa, by introducing civilization and a know- 
ledge of the arts among them, Paul Cuffee (a 
native African) seemed destined by providence 
to execute the great design. The motive which 
actuated a majority of those, who opposed this 
measure, was grounded on the opinion, that it 
would be impolitic to grant to a foreigner a pri- 
viledge whieh would not be allowed to a native, 
but the cases wore not paralell. Paul Cufice 
wished to carry religion, science aud civilization 
to a large portion of the globe, where these re- 
quisites to happiness have hitherto little progres- 
sed. The object of native citizens were, we be- 
lieve, generally confined to the promotion of ia- 
dividual benefit or private speculation. It is 
not probable that the passage ofa law in favor 
of the African, would create a single murmur, 
and it is probable, that, had the members of 
congress consulted their private wishes, the 
philanthrophie labours of Paul Cuffee would not 
suffer under a temporary restraint so inauspicious 
to the cause of religion and humanity.

FOREIGN. 


The latest London dates represent 
great measures as in forwardness for 
the destruction of America,bombs,balls, 
congreve-rockets, Shrapnel -sieiis. ge. 
This bombast of the modern Bobadil 
will we hope endix smoke, or the bur- 
ning of some solitary houses and oyster 
erutt. As however, evil disposition will 
not be wanting, the worst ought to be 
provided against. A considerable force 
is already said to have arrived at Ber- 
mada, and about 6000 troops were daily 
expected. 

The letter of marque brig, Argus, 
Howe, of Boston, 4 days out from Sa- 
vannah, was captured by the San Do- 
mingo, 74, and arrived at Bermuda 
about the 7th Feb. 

1t has been officially announced from 
the foreign office, London, January 
25th, that Mr. Thornton signed, with 
the Danish Minister Plenipotentiary, a 
Definitive Treaty of Peace and Alliance 
between His Majesty and Denmark.— 
All conquests to be restored except 
Heligoland— prisoners on both sides to 
be released— Denmark to join the allies 
with 10,000 men, if England will give 
a subsidy of 400,000/ sterling in the 
year 1814. Pomerania to be ceded by 
Sweden to Denmark in lieu of Norway 
— Stralsund still to continue a depot for 
English produce— Denmark to do all in 
her power to abolish the slave trade— 
and England to mediate between Den- 
mark and the Allies. 

The Prince of Orange in his new 
character of severe of the Nether- 
lands, has appointed M. Changeon, late 
Commissary General in Hollanc, Min- 
ister Plenipotentiary to the U. States 
ef America. The appointment has, of 
course, excited much interest among the 
Dutch people, who eagerly anticipate 
the benefit to be derived from a renewal 
ofthe intercourse with North America. 
But how these benefits are to be com- 
mmunicated in the present situation of 
England and the U. States, is a diffi- 


culty whieh appears insurmountable. 
The rumours, which want confirma- 
tion and which seem to deserve little 
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credit, are, that the king of Naples as 
well as the marshals Soult and Souchet 
had private understanding with Lord 
Wellington and Bernadotte. by which 
they were shortly expected to turn their 
arms against France. 

A treaty of peace is said to have been 
signed between Bonaparte and Ferdi- 
nand VII, by which the latter would 
be restored to the crown of Spain. This 
measure would be a fulfilment of all for 
which the Spaniards have been required 
to take up arms ; and it would be ex- 
pected that the British would retire 
trom Spain, and that, in the event of 
their refusal, the people would be invi- 
ted to aid the allied French and Spa- 
niards againt the common enemy. It 
isnot probable that the cortes, influen- 
ced as they are by the British, will agree 
to this measure ; it is however ‘difficult 
to foresee how the proposal will be re- 
lished by the people. 

Davoust has taken a position in ad 
vance of Hamburgh- Thiscity is strong 
and provisioned for a year. The inhab- 
tants who had not provisions for a year, 
have evacuated it. They calculate that 
about 60,000 have gone ! Bernadotte ¢ 
Gen. Benningsen, keep their troops 
many leagues from Hamburg. Their 
force is greater than Davoust‘s. Many 
combats of cavalry have taken place to 
the advantage of the French.

NEW GOVERNMENT IN HOLLAND. 





It is so long since the old government 
in Holland was put down, that many 
readers of the present day were not 
then born : and, it therefore may not be 
amiss to point out the change which ap- 
pears to have taken place upon the coun- 
ter revolution. Holland, under the old 
government was a Republic—it was 
called the Republic of the United Pro- 
vinces. Each of these provinces sent 
so many deputies to an assembly, called 
the States General, who exercised all 

the great powers of gevernment.—War 
and Peace, all treaties were made in 
their name; and they were called 
“ Their High Mightinesses.” The 
Prince of Orange was only the Pres- 
dent or Stadtholder: and though the 
post had, of late years become heredita, 
ry in his family, it had not always been 
so. The change, therefore, which has 
taken place, is of great consequence ; 

for he is now to he * Sovereign Prince 

of the United Netherlands ;” of course 

the Republic is not restored: the Sove- 
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the same manner, I suppose, that other 
sovereigns exercise their power. ‘T'ius 
then, is Holland no longer a republic, 
and the Dutch are no longer republicans. 
In the liouse of Commons, a sort of 
conversation on this subject has taken 
place—and, indeed, this is the onl} 
thing that has taken place there this sea 
son to relieve the scene from the dull 
uniformity of unanimous applause of the 
ministers. It was asserted there by 
Lord Castlereagh, that the change of 
the government in Holland had been 
the resalt of the spontaneous and unan- 
imous wish of the people of Holland of 
all parties. But how, in what way 
could this wish be known? What 
were the means adopted for collecting 
the will of the people ? Had there been 
any meetings of the citizens of the coun- 
try? Nay, were all the territories of 
Holland out of the hands of the French 
at the time when this change was an- 
nounced ? Have there even to this day 
been any meetings of the people of 
Holland? Ifthere have not, and no 
trace can be discovered of any act like 
that of collecting the suffrages, how is it 
to be known that the change was the 
result of their unanimous wish? Qh! 
what is our state, when we answer sueh 
an assertion in a manner like this ! Bat 
why torment oneself ? What are the 
Datch and the fate of the Dutch to me? 
What is it to me whether they have a 
king or a Stadtholder ? It is their af. 
fair and not mine. The duke of Cia- 
rence, at a recent festival in honor of 
the counter-revolution is reported to 
have said a great deal about the unsha- 
ken friendship of the Dutch to this 
country. Did they show it towards the 
close of the American war ; it was eith- 
er the Honse of Orange or the people 
who were for joining France and Ame- 
rica inthat war : and his royal high. 
ness praised them both of our firm 
iriends. At any rate the House of 
Orange appears now to be free from all 
interference ofthe states general ; and 
we may venture to-predict, that, in 
the constitution, which, we are told, 
is to be formed, care will be taken not 
to embarras him too much with the 
weight of popular assemblies. Let us 
dear in mind, however, that this is not 
a restoration of the’ government of Hol- 
land; but an entire new government, 
and an abolition of the ancient Republic 
of the the United Provinces.

Because, since it was imposed, 
we have embarked in a negocia- 
tion for peace, during which no 
change im our policy or system 
should be permitted to take place, 
lest it should defeat the object of 
such negaciation, It cannot be for 
gotten or doubted, that the prema. 
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ture repeal of the embargo, impo- 
sed in 1807, caused a repection of
